LONDON, May 7°(AP).—The loss 
of the 10,000 cruiser Edinburgh and 
four convoyed merchantmen in a

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, 
Australia, May 7 (AP).—An in- 
crease in Japanese naval activity 
around New Britain and the Solo- 
mon.

tacked successfully” yesterday. 

No details were given, but ob- 
viously headquarters was alive to 
the implications of any strength- 
ening of the invader’s forces in 
those areas: A direct assault on 
Australia or an encircling move to 
seize the screen of islands east of 
this continent. 

Respite for Port Moresby. 

These developments emphasized | 
the continued danger menacing 
Australia, although headquarters 
reported diminishing Japanese air 
pressure on Port Moresby, Allied 
outpost on the south shore of New 
Guinea. 

Observers expressed belief that 
the lessening of aerial attacks on 
Port Moresby was direct evidence 

of the hard blows dealt Japanese 
airdromes at Lae, on the north- 
east coast of New Guinea, and 
Rabaul, New Britain.

Papua. 

The spokesman warned, however, 
that the danger of further south- 
ward penetration by the Japanese 
had not been removed, although 
their timetable may have been up- 
set.

WASHINGTON, May 7 (AP), 
HE War Production Board 
T today prohibited the use of 
copper, brass or bronze 
after May 31 in more than 100

—including pins, Christmas tree 
bulbs, neon and fluorescent 
lighting for advertising signs, 
musical instruments, cooking 
utensils and electric razors. 
The drastic order, emphasiz- 
ing the gravity of the copper 
supply situation, meant a com- 
plete stoppage of production 
for many of the commodities on 
the list for which no copper 
substitutes have been found. 
WPB predicted the greatest 
dislocation resulting from the 
bar would be a lack of pins. 
About one-third of all house- 
hold pins produced in 1940 and 
1941 were made of brass and 
the rest of steel; production of 
steel pins has not been stopped 
but the production rate is lim- 
ited.

RECIPE FOR MAKING 
SUGAR GO FURTHER; 
TURN IT INTO SYRUP 


Addition of Tartaric Acid, 7 
Ounces of Water to Pound 
Is Process Recommended.

sugar go further was explained to- 
day by Florida Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station scientistg thus: 

Mix one pound of sugar and 
seven ounces of water. Add one- 
fourth teaspoon of tartaric acid 
(on sale at any drug store). Cover 
this sugar, water, and tartaric acid 
mixture and boil gently for 30 
minutes. Then allow to cool. Re- 
sult, invert sugar syrup, each cup 
of which is equal in sweetening 
to a cup of sugar. 

This syrup is tops for sweeten- 
ing fruits and cereals, on waffles 
and hot cakes, in baking, and in 
making ice cream, Experiment Sta- 
tion officials said. For use in bak- 
ing and ice cream, however, it 
must be taken into consideration 
that the syrup is about one-third 
water and allowances must 
made for this in adding other 
liquid ingredients. 

After months of research and 
testing, the experiment station 
workers found that 50 per cent of 
the required amount of sugar in 
ice cream could be replaced by 
invert sugar syrup if one pound 
of milk solids was added for each 
pound of sugar replaced by the 
syrup. And the ice cream would 
be of just as high quality and just 
as sweet as that made altogether 
with sugar.

Patterson added that present 
Government plans contemplated 
voluntary purchase of tires 
held by the public, but not the 
requisitioning of the fifth, or spare, 
tire on a private automobile. 

Patterson and six other Govern- 
ment officials told the Senate Mili- 
tary Affairs Committee yesterday 
that legislation to authorize Gov- 
ernment requisition of automobiles, 
tires or parts should be enacted 
speedily. The committee will con- 
sider the measure Saturday. 

Dealer’s Testimony. 

Elliot E. Simpson, an independ- 
ent rubber dealer, told the House 
Committee on Weights and Meas- 
ures that the rubber shortage was 
a “myth” and “the President and 
the American people have been 
sold a gold brick by the fake rub- 
ber shortage.” 

“There is a minimum of 1,200,000 
tons to three million tons of crude 
rubber in the Western Hemisphere 
in mature trees,” Simpson testified. 
“Bight hundred thousand tons of 
rubber and reclaimed is all that 
is needed for defense and all ¢i- 
vilian. necessaries, which is easily 
provided for in this hemisphere, 

“Let’s use business methods to 
acquire this rubber at once, and 
keep our dreams of 700,000 tons of 
synthetic rubber for 1943 as an 
added insurance.” 

Representative Faddis (Dem.), 
Pennsylvania, asked for approval 
of his resolution to authorize an 
apppropriation of 250 million dol- 
lars from the currency stabiliza- 
tion fund to obtain all the South 
and Central American rubber pos- 
i sible. 

Rubber from Alcohol. 

In another quarter Congress was 
told that although War Production 
Board officials had said synthetic 
rubber could be produced most 
simply and speedily from alcohol, 
only 10 per cent of the program to 
produce 800,000 tons yearly had 
been allocated to a company with 
the alcohol process.

SENATE VOTES 500 MILLION 
INCREASE FOR WAR HOUSING 


WASHINGTON, May 7 (AP).— 
The Senate approved yesterday a 
$500,000,000 increase in war hous- 
ing authority for the Federal Hous- 
ing Administration. 

The measure, which goes back 
to the House for approval of “clari- 
fying” Senate amendments, would 
increase the present $300,000,000 
limit on FHA mortgage insurance 
for war housing to $800,000,000.

WASHINGTON, May 7. — The 
President qualified his recent state- 
ment to Congress on his proposed 
“stabilization” of wages with the 
stipulation that “existing contracts 
between employers and employes 
must, in all fairness, be carried 
out to the expiration date of those 
contracts.” 

Last Saturday night, in a tele 
gram to the War Production 
Board's shipbuilding stabilization 
conference at Chicago, he asked 
that shipyard workers refrain 
from insisting on the letter of con- 
tracts which provide them with 
wage increases based on rises in 
the Department of Labor's cost-of- 
living index. The President said 
that “the full percentage wage in- 
crease ... to which you are en- 
titled, is irreconcilable with the 
national policy to contro] the cost 
of living.” 

How are the President's remarks 
to Congress on the sanctity of con- 
tracts to be squared with his mes- 
gage to the shipbuilding confer- 
ence? 

Spokesman’s Statement. 

The question was put by the 
writer to an authorized spokesman 
of the War Labor Board, which the 
President has charged with the 


There is no conflict between 
the two statements. The gerieral 
policy stands that existing wage 
contracts should not be disturbed. 
Such contracts are enforceable 
at law. A special condition, 
however, exists in the shipbuild- 
ing industry and the workers are 


urged not to take advantage of | 


it. 
This cendition arises out of re- 


gional wage.agreements in the 


industry. If the workers on the 
Gulf Coast, which is having a 


wartime boom, got the full in-

REGULATIONS FOR ARMY’S 
NEW CORPS OF SPECIALISTS 


WASHINGTON, May 7 (AP).— 
The War Department announced 
today regulations governing ap- 
pointments and activities of the 
new Army Specialist Corps, cre- 
ated in February to give the 
Army the services of men possess- 
ing special qualifications for ad- 
ministrative or technical work. 

Appointments will be made only 
to fill specific needs or vacancies, 
and those to grades paying more 
than. $4500 a year will be made by 
the President, subject to confirma- 
tion by the Senate. 

Applicants -must be citizens of 
the United States. They will: be 
required to pass a “flexible type” 
physical examination, somewhat 
less rigid than the Army require- 
ments. No age limits have been 
set up hut, in general, men sub- 
ject to induction under the Selec- 
tive Service Act will not be. eligible. 

Members of the corps will exer- 
cise administrative and supervisory 
functions,‘ and under the Army 
commander at their post will be 
used to relieve military personnel

The investigation probably will 
be held in St. Louis, While con- 
firming reports that the grand jury 
investigation would be instigated, 
officials of the Department of Jus- 
tice said the exact time was uncer- 
tain. 

Assistant Attorney General Thur- 
man Arnold, in charge of the anti- 
trust division, has not yet had an 
opportunity to confer with Frank 
Elmore, who is in charge of a staff 
assembling preliminary material 
preparatory to the investigation. 
Elmore is said to have put together 
& mass of data which will be used 
as a basis for questioning wit- 
nesses called by -he Government. 

There is a strong probability that 
the grand jury will go into Mis- 
souri’s . fire insurance’ scandal, 
which resulted in the downfall of 
Boss Pendergast. An effort will be 
made, according to present inten- 
tions, to learn what part execu- 
tives of stock fire insurance com- 
panies had in providing the money 
that was used to pay Pendergast 
and to bribe R, Emmett O'Malley, 
Missouri Insurance Commissioner 
at that time. 

The investigation will not, how- 
ever, be confined to Missouri rates. 
It will be nation-wide in scope. 

The Federal inquiry has grown 
out of the efforts of Attorney Gen- 
eral Roy McKittrick to oust }123 
stock fire insurance companies in 
Missouri for violations of the 
State’s anti-trust laws. Some weeks 
ago McKittrick conferred with 
Arnold and with Attorney General 
Francis Biddle, who said he _ be- 
lieved Federal action was neces- 
sary. At the same time, McKit- 
trick appeared before the House 
committee investigating small busi- 
ness to testify that a single state 
was almost powerless to cope with 
the interstate organizations which 
set the rates for the four principal 
regiong of the country.

Heavy Guns Decisive Factor. 

“Our information is -that fire 
from the heavy guns placed by the 


| Japanese on Bataan Peninsula was 


the factor that forced the surren- 
der. It was heavy, incessant, and 
knocked out the defenses. It prob- 


wiably had more effect than any 


bombing from the air.” 

‘ Patterson said the War Depart- 
ment had received a great number 
of inquiries from relatives and 
friends of men in the Philippines, 
and that as soon as it received any 
information on casualties, or re- 


l\ceived the names of men taken 
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prisoner by the ‘Japanese, the fam- 
ilies of the men would be notified 
immediately by telegram. It was 
impossible, because of the strain 
on military communication facili- 
ties, he said, to send inquiries con- 
cerning individuals in any combat 
area. 

“The best attitude to take is 
that ‘no news is good news,’ and 
that is not just a psychological at- 
titude,” Patterson said.

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SCHOOLS URGED TOBAR 
NEW BUILDINGS IN WAR 


Buyers Told Critical Mate- 
rials Can Be Used Only in 
Government Work. 


Schools which do researgh or 
training for the Government will 
be able to get critical materials 
for new buildings and laboratory 


equipment, but other schools must 
plan-to get along with what they 


now have, George Frank, chief of 
the schools section of the War 
Production Board, told the Educa- 
tional Buyers’ Association conven- 
tion in Hotel Chase today. The 


association includes purchasing 
agents of leading universities and 
colleges. : 

‘It will be very patriotic for 
schools to postpone any construc- 
tion until after the war,” Frank 
said. “When peace, comes those 
needs:can be filled in such man- 
ner as to help smooth industry’s 
change to a peace-time basis. We 
want to keep the schoels operat- 
ing, but the war comes first. 

“If a school burns down, we 
want you to build a new one. But 
it will have to be built without 
critical materials. The new build- 
ings will not be the modern type. 
They will have no structural steel, 
no steel window frames, copper or 
large bronze valves. They will be 
expensive to maintain. To under- 
take that type of: building is not 
wise unless it is essential.” 

At a dinner meeting last night, 
William G. Morse, purchasing 
agent at Harvard University, said: 
“The picture at Harvard is to go 
without during the war. Harvard 
is fast turning over to a war basis 
and much of the research the 
school is doing is direct work for 
defense and offense.

Clifford F. Stanford of 
Merchant Marine Here for 
Rest After Torpedoing.

Clifford F. Stanford, United 
States merchant marine seaman, 
has returned to St: Louis for a 
two-week rest after spending eight 
and'a half days in a lifeboat with 
25 other men following the tor- 
pedoing of their freighter April 15. 

Unable to bend his legs freely 
because of the days of continuous 
sitting in the lifeboat, and still 
somewhat tired from the ordeal, 
Stanford told the story of the tor- 
pedoing to a Post-Dispatch report- 
er today. 

“We were about 90 miles off the 
New England coast, returning 
from South Africa,” the weather- 
beaten seaman said. “There was 
a heavy sea running. It was about 
9:30 p.m. Without warning, a tor- 


| pedo suddenly swished by the bow. 


Then there was an explosion in the 

engine room and another in the 

forward hatch as two others hit. 
26 in Lifeboat. 

“Getting one lifeboat launched, 
26 of us, including two passengers, 
managed to crowd into &. The 
boat was built for 20 men. We 


didn’t have much time. The engine 
room was flooded immediately and 
the ship sank in four minutes. 
Fourteen members of the crew are 
listed as missing. 

“Two submarines surfaced, 
swept the ship with searchlights,

Physical Defects and War Work. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

ERE is something for the Office of 

Production Management and the 
draft boards to think about, and the 
newspapers can help bring it to their 
attention, 

Where, in the war effort, is a place 
for men over 40, who have years of ex- 
perience in vital occupations, but who 
have some slight physical defect? 

I have been refused work by various 
defense plants because I have weak 
arches and must wear arch-supports in 
my shoes. That, I think, is my only 
defect. It seems to me that the only men 
the war plants want are men who would 
look much better, and serve their coun- 
try more efficiently, in a service uni- 
form, 

Private industries will not hire men in 
my position because they are not yet 
classified by their draft boards. I have 
talked with many men who are in the 
game position; and they all find condi- 
tions the same. 

Every man is asked and expected to 
do his share in the defense of his ceun- 
try, yet they are not’ allowed to do so. 
I honestly believe that the older men feel 
the responsibility of this war more than 
many of the younger men, and they are 
willing to serve in any way if given the 
chance, 

I know of young men who are working 
in war plants in this area who consider 
the war a big break for them. A good 
job with a pay check larger than they 
ever dreamed of, and some of them actu- 
ally hope the war will. be prolonged, so 
that they can enjoy their present pros- 
perity longer. 

The older men know the horror of war 
and its aftermath. They are willing to 
serve in the armed forces or in industry 
anywhere their services might be needed, 
with only one aim fn view, and that is to 
get the job done in the shortest possible 
time. ' 

An order from the proper authority 
could lower the bars on physical require- 
.ments for the armed forces (limited serv- 
‘fce) or for war plants and give every man 
a cha o his share. I'll take $21 a 
month in Army, if that is where I 
am needed.

When it became evident that the State would need 
a special civilian organization to handle problems 
arising as a résult of the emergency, Gov. Donnell 
appointed the non-partisan State Defense Council 
and named Hugh Stephens of Jefferson City as its 
administrator, ‘This council has performed many 
defense and war duties, such as organizing the tire- 
rationing. administration in Missouri. It was only 
natural to suppose that it would be relied on in 
organization of the price control and general ration- 
ing, which the President has ordered. 
But persistent efforts are. being made to detour 
around this non-partisan council. For an undisclosed 


tor at Dallas, has been insistent upon the nomina- 
tion of Mr. Hargis, a retired grain dealer, for the 
$6500-a-year post, as State Director. When the State 
Defense Council was asked to propose names from 
which Leon Henderson, national OPA Administrator, 
might make a selection, the name of Mr. Hargis 
should be, so Mr. McCullough said, one of those 
listed. 

The Defense Council resented this, and for two 
good and sufficient reasons. First, it represented an 
uncalled for interference on the part of an outside 
member of the OPA organization in the selection of 
State Director for Missouri. Second, it proposed 
that the Defense Council do something altogether 
unfair to the other persons on the panel of possible 
nominees—list their names although knowing that 
one name was especially favored by a ranking OPA 


‘official. This would be using the other names as so 


much window dressing. 

The Defense Council’s executive committee met 
this situation with commendable resolution, It in- 
structed Gov. Donnell and Administrator Hugh 
Stephens to draw up a list of names and to pay no 
more attention than suited them to the Federal -in- 
sistence upon Mr. Hargis. The result is that five 
Democrats and five Republicans have been proposed 
and that Mr. Hargis, a Democrat, is not included, 
This is no judgment on Mr. Hargis or his qualifica- 
tion for the post of State OPA Director. On 
the contrary, it is said that he could handle the 
work of the office capably and efficiently. Yet his 
appointment would be undesirable, in our judgment, 
because of the very determination of the OPA itseif 
on his inclusion among the possible nominees. If the 
OPA is to dictate the choice of state directors, 
it will invite the political pressure of Senators and 
Representatives who always stand ready to curry 
favor with some of their constituents through the 
extension of patronage. 

The Kansas City Star’s Washington bureau reports 
that “the Missouri Democratic delegation in Con- 
gress” probably will approve Don V. McVay of Tren- 
ton, one of the 10 proposed on behalf of the Defense 
Council, The Star bases this on the close friendship 
between Mr. McVay and Senator Bennett Clark. 
This friendship, which crosses the party line as Mr. 
McVay is a Republican, dates to their student days 
at the University of Missouri, where the Senator and 
Mr. McVay were fraternity roommates, 

Support for Mr. McVay on this basis would be un- 
fair to him. If he is to be considered-for the im- 
portant post of State OPA Director, it should be be- 
cause of his qualifications for the work to be done, 
The fact that he is the close personal friend of a 
politician should have nothing to do with it. 

The situation is further complicated by the fact 
that Mr. Hargis favors removal of the State ration- 
ing headquarters from Jefferson City to Kansas 
City, while Gov. Donnell and Mr. Stephens think it 
should remain at the State capital. ‘ 

Jefferson City is the logical place. It is not only 
the seat of government, but the point most con- 
venient to all parts of the State. The information 
that the headquarters will go to Kansas City over 
opposition of the Governor and the Defense Council 
is further evidence that all is not as {t should be. 

The Federal collectorships may be traditional 
political plums, These new posts in the price and 
rationing administration are not political plums as 
yet, and they should not be allowed to beeome so.

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WHY THE PRIMARY IS ALL-IMPORTANT. 

May we remind our readers again of how political 
manipulators rate primaries as compared with gen- 
eral elections?

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THAT PAY INCREASE FOR SOLDIERS AND SAILORS. 

The House Military Affairs Committee has re- 
ported favorably a bill to double the base pay of 
Army privates and apprentice seamen in ‘the Navy. 
Another pending bill would provide Federal pay- 
ments monthly to dependents of drafted men. 

The second measure would re-enact a provision 
for dependents which was established by the United 
States in the First World War. The first, while it 
enlarges base pay far above what it ever has been, 
is an anticipation of the coming influx of men with 
dependents into the armed forces. It is much bet- 
ter to have the increase established now and ready 
to help out the men with dependents, who go into 
the Army and Navy in the next few months, than 
to cause these dependents additional hardship in 
that time. 

No one will argue that patriotic service can be 
measured in dollars and cents, Hundreds of thou- 
sands of Americans would be glad to serve without 
a penny in pay. But dependents cannot be kept up 
for nothing, and what the Federal Government can 
do to relieve the heavy impact of the war upon 
wives and children will be little enough.

This is the day that St. Louisans have the oppor- 
tunity of enjoying one of the most pleasant ways of 
doing their bit. It is tonight that the Hollywood 
Victory Caravan, which is touring the country for 
the benefit of the Army Emergency Relief and the 
Navy Relief Societ¥, makes its appéarance in the 
Municipal Auditorium.

This is as it ought to be. These things do not 
interfere with the war effort, but actually stimulate 
it. They are the normal activities of a free people.

In fact, people 
with more or less fixed or small incomes 
suffer most from inflation, They see their 
incomes shrink in relation to the things it 
will buy. During inflation, prices rise more 
rapidly than wages. 

As prices spiral upward, fewer clothes, 
less wholesome- food and poorer shelter 
must be the lot of poor people whose in- 
come is largely used for these necessities. 
Thus it is plain to see that the great mass 
of American working people suffer. most 
from inflation, : 

When depression, inflation’s inexorable 
counterpart, comes upon us, it is the urban 
worker who loses his ‘job. It is largely 
in the cities where the ranks of the unem- 
ployed swell. It is the unemployed labor- 
—* man who in desperation joins the relief 

ne, 

If the catastrophe of inflation is to be 
averted, and surely democracy is not im- 
potent to avert it, the problem must be ap- 
proached in a spirit of sacrifice. Unless all 
groups accept restraints during the emer- 
geney, the fight against inflation will be lost. 
If the wage earner, the farmer and the 
business man try to outclimb each other up 
‘the inflation ladder, the wild race will end

or to attract new employes, and, of course, 
the cost would force a rise in commodity 
prices. Does this not lead to inflation? 

Under a wage ceiling system, however, we 
could, if the need arose, apply wage differ- 
entials directly and, by this method, we 
could use the wage incentive in a uniform 
way to accomplish the necessary objectives. 
By this method, the Government would not 
be forcing workers to move, It could give 
some purpose and direction to the wage in- 
centive about which Dr. Lubin expressed 
so much concern. Instead of allowing 
wages to rise hit or miss, we could do it 
directly and efficiently wherever needed for 
the effective mobilization of our strength. 

Statistics have been cited to prove that 
the price increases we have had to date 
were not caused by wage increases and that 
future price rises’ will not be caused by 
wage increases. Such statistics are mean- 
ingless. 

A business man may be able to absorb a 
higher rent but not a higher wage, or he 
may be able to absorb both the rent and the 
wage and not the higher cost of materials. 
The immediate cause of his raising his price 
may be one thing, but obviously all the ele 
ments that go into his costs contribute, 


Simply showing that wages lag behind 
price rises isn’t conclusive of anything, ex- 
cept that workers never fail to lose out in 
the inflationary race. 

All of us know that wages may start an 
inflationary spiral, just as higher profits, 
or higher farm prices, ov higher commodity 
prices may. Let’s cover everything with a 
ceiling and then we give no one an excuse 
for jacking prices up. 

The only alternative that has been brought 
forward, and that vaguely, has been so- 
called “stabilization agreements” being 
negotiated by O. P. M. Director Sidney 
Hillman. I haven’t made an exhaustive 
study of how these agreements are working 
—most of them are pretty new. Perhaps 
‘the case of the Currier housing bid in 
Detroit is not a fair example of how these 
agreements work. If so, it is an engraved 
invitation to jurisdictional warfare. 

There is no reason why proper wage 
stabilization agreements could not supple- 
ment wage ceilings.

JAPANESE PRINT 
“PROPAGANDA BOOK 


ON PEARL HARBOR 
Continued From Page One. 


ting in two and leaving only a 
black pool of oil. Two dread- 
naughts capsized, turning up their 
unpleasgntly red bottoms. Another, 
listing at an angle of 45 degrees, 
was sinking slowly. Three were 
burning. All the ships on the Ford 
Island quay were damaged, 

“We circled over the harbor as 
long as our store of gasoline per- 
mitted, memorizing this picture of 
victory and nursing the faint hope 
in our hearts that friends, whose 
planes were damaged, would mean- 
while return: We safely returned 
to our carrier and the second 
squadron went up for the purpose 
of delivering the final blow to the 
remnants of the enemy's Pacific 
fleet.” 

Another Japanese pilot, telling of 
the sinking of the British battle- 
ships Prince of Wales and Repulse, 
revealingly describes Japanese emo- 
tions when word came in of sight- 
ing the British vessels: 

“They. were not for nothing, 
thoge years of tortured training 
which were carried on in expecta- 
tion of this moment and which had 
seemed, sometimes, even more ter- 
rible than death. None could avoid 
the shout of banzai, which came 
from the bottom of our souls.” 

This pilot describes how a flight 
of aircraft went out at nightfall in 
bad weather seeking the British 
squadron, but was obliged to turn 
back after a futile search. Shortly 
before dawn a sfbmarine sighted 
the battleships, moving south, and 
torpedo carriers and bombers again 
took to the sky. 

Attack on Ships. 

The writer describes in detail the 
attack on the two huge warships 
and three accompanying destroy- 
ers and pays high tribute to the 
courage of the British seamen and 
gunners. “Despite serious damage,” 
he says, “the ships. did not cease 
firing. They resisted with an ob- 
stinacy worthy of the British 
Navy.” .He closes: 

' “Japan's militant spirit, welded 
during many years, nad done its 
deed. The gigantic ships, which 
were considered unsinkable, were 
buried at the bottom of the sea.” 

Two days later this pilot claims, 
Japanese aircraft flew over and 
dropped wreaths dedicated to the 
British sailors. This pamphlet 
bears the imprint of that well- 
known organ of propaganda, the 
South Manchuria Railway. 


STATE TAX RATE. IS 12. CENTS 
FOR 42, SAME AS LAST YEAR

FINDS WRECKAGE 


OF ARMY PLANE! 


Craft -Uncovered When 
‘Snow Melts — Disap- 
peared Five Months Ago 
—Eight on Board Dead. 


WASHINGTON, May 7 (AP).— 
The War Department announced 
officially today the finding of the 
wreckage of an Army plane which 
carried Maj. Gen. Herbat A. Dar- 
gue, commander of the First Air 
Force, and seven others to death, 
nearly five months ago. 

The wreckage was found in 
mountainous country near Bishop, 
Cal 


The plane, a big Army trans- 
port, disappeared Dec. 12 on & 
transcontinental flight, on the eve 
of a four-inch snowfall and had 
since been buried under snow. 

The wreckage was uncovered by 
the spring thaw and was first 
sighted from the air, the War De- 
partment said. Ground parties 
have been sent to the scene. 

First to reach the wreckage was 
G. B. Burns, who had said he 
would continue to search for the 
plane until his son’s body was 
found. Burns, who lives in Spo- 
kane, Wash., went to Southern 
California last week end to search 
for the body of his son, Lieut. Ho- 
mer C. Burrns of March Field, Cal., 
co-pilot of the plane. With him 
went Lieut. Burns’ widow, a broth- 
er and sister-in-law. 

After five days of skiing over 
the treacherous trails in rugged, 
snow-covered mountains they came 
on the wreckage at dusk last night. 

Burns reported immediately to 
Army Air Force officials. He said 
he found a belt which he identi- 
fied as his son’s. He saw one 
body and scattered clothing. He 
did not search the wreckage far- 
ther, leaving that to the Army.

12 for Hamilton Field near San 
Francisco were:

taan. Their objective was then 
to establish enough heavy guns 
within range of the island fortress 
to beat down and silence the de- 
fending batteries, and particularly 
those of lighter caliber covering 
the beaches and water approaches, 
Certainly the Japanese suffered 
very heavy losses in this process 
because of the fact that the heavy 
gung of the fortress had the range 
and exact location of every pos- 
sible battery position on either 
shore. This was the reason for 
the continuous Japanese dive 
bombing attacks, which were de- 
signed to keep down the fire of 
the big American guns as much 
as possible and thus gradually and 
painfully allow the Japanese to 
build up their artillery strength 
within range of the fortress. 

As soon as the Japanese were in 
this way able to get enough guns 
into position to put the beach de- 
fenses and the light and medium 
American batteries out of action, 
a water-borne assault became pos- 
sible. No doubt shortages of food 
and ammunition were contributing 
factors, and the physical condition 
of the garrison mist have been 
steadily deteriorating on short ra- 
tions and under the strain of con- 
stant bombardment. 

From the tactical point of view, 
therefore, the fall of Corregidor 
is but another of the innumerable 
instances in this war which estab- 
lish the axiom that no operation 
on the surface of the earth, 
whether by sea or by land, and 
whether offensive or defensive, 
can hope for final success without 
adequate air support. Modern war 
is a matter of teamwork. No single 
element of the team can win by 
itself, but no team can hope to win 
if it lacks any necessary element. 
There is no “get rich quick” road 
to victory. Victory will come not 
through air power, sea power or 
land power. Victory will be the 
prize of co-ordinated and efficient 
teamwork, supported by the offen- 
sive spirit and the will to win.

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Food Supply of Nation Curtailed 
By Distribution Jam, Wickard Says 


Says ‘We Cannot Afford to Move Anything 
Not Absolutely Essential’—Urges Re- 
peal of Commerce-Hampering Rules. 


WASHINGTON, May 7 (AP).— 
Secretary of Agriculture Wickard 
said today the war strain on the 
nation’s distribution system was 
placing “serious obstacles in the 
way of getting food to American 
consumers.” 

“In transportation — by rail, 
truck or ship—the situation is so 
tight,” he said, “that we cannot af- 
ford to move anything that is not 
absolutely essential. In fact, there 
is so much to be moved that usu- 
ally it is a case of which essential 
product has priority over other es- 


’ sential goods.” 


Shortages of steel and other ma- 
terials, he said, are preventing 
construction of many needed food 
processing plants. He tioned 
specifically ea dehydration and 
pork processing equipment. 

In a speech for delivery. before 
a conference of governors and oth- 
er state and Federal officials on 
governmental laws and regulations 
which restrict the war effort, 
Wickard said many of the diffi- 
culties confronting the food in- 
dustry were unavoidable. 

Flow of Supplies Hampered. 


“The. Federal Government, no 


less than state and local govern- 


ments, is responsible for laws and 
regulations which undoubtedly 
hinder the free flow of supplies to 
farmers and hamper the: process- 
ing and distribution of farm prod- 
ucts after they have been = pro- 
duced. We must remove every im- 
pediment of food production and 


hog farmers to spread out breeding 
dates so that such great numbers 
of hogs won't be ready for sale 
about the same time. As it is now, 
the greatest rush comes between 
Thanksgiving and Groundhog day, } 
when the spring pig crop moves 


peak would avoid some of the con- 
gestion in packing houses.” 

He said that his department was 
working with the War Production 
Board to “spot shortages of mate- 
rials in advance, and recommend 
substitutes.” 

“We are working with the Office 
of Defense Transportation to make 
the best use of trucks and rail- 
ways, and with the United States 
Employment Service to use farm 
labor in the most efficient way. 
But no kind of law, or administra- 
tive order, can increase the sup- 
plies of short materials or remove 
strains from transportation.”

Fresh Strawberry Pie. 


One quart strawberries, one cup 
sugar, one cup all-purpose flour, 
one-half teaspoon salt, one-fourth 
to one-third cup shortening, three 
tablespoons ice water, one-fourth 
cup cornstarch, 


Wash and hull strawberries, add 
sugar, and allow to stand while 
making pastry, Sift and measure 
flour; resift with salt. Cut in fat 
with a pastry blender until fat- 
flour particles are the size of dried 
split peas. Add water slowly, stir 
ring with a fork until the mixture 
is unifermly dampened. Press into 
a ball with the hands, flatten on 
floured board, and roll to one- 
eighth inch thickness. Place in an 
eight-inch pie tin, trim off excess 
dough, and prick all over with a 
fork. If desired, make strips of 
pastry from the trimmings and 
bake separately to garnish top of 
pie. Bake in a-hot oven (450 de- 
grees F.) 12-15 minutes or until 
lightly brown. Drain juice from 
strawberries. Make a paste of corn- 
starch and about one-fourth cup of 
juice in top of a double boiler, Add 
remaining juice and half of the 
strawberries, and cook over direct 
heat until sauce boils and is clear. 


Cover and cook for 15 minutes over 
boiling water. When crust is cool, 
line it with sliced uncooked straw- 
berries. Cover with thickened, 
cooled’ sauce and top with baked 
pastry strips.

A CLOSEUP OF ADAMS. HE TRIES TO HELP FEED HIS FAMILY BY MAK- 
ING SHOESTRINGS FROM THE HIDES OF GROUNDHOGS. HIS WIFE 
SELLS THEM ALONG THE ROAD AND IN THE VILLAGES, 


HENDERSONVILLE, Tenn., 
May 6. 
UT in the hills, 10 miles from 
(rere, is a winding ridge above 
Long Hollow, that is called “No 
Man’s Land.” There live the Adams 
tribe in a small settlement of floor- 
less, windowless huts in a world 
of their own, a perpetual problem 
for Federal agencies and County 
authorities, like the problems that 
face agencies and officials else- 
where, but a good deal more diffi- 
cult than most. 

The land on which the Adamses 
live had long been unoccupied and 
unclaimed before they came along 
10 years ago, migrating from the 
Cumberland plateau in Kentucky 
and squatting there because some- 
body told them the ridge was rio- 
body’s land. They have remained 
because early surveys are obscure 
and title uncertain and the land is 
worthless anyway. 

It was because work had become 
scarce in the Cumberland timber 
that Tom Adams and his wife, Lo- 
ney, and their swarm of children 
took to the open road, carrying on 
their backs all that they had in the 
world, seeking a new abiding place 
somewhere, anywhere. Tom Adams 


was a strong man then and a will- 
ing worker in the timber, the only 
thing he knew, and Loney was a 
primitive mate who fought for her 
young and tried to keep them fed. 

In their wandering afoot, they 
came at last to the Long Hollow 
section, which is only about 30 
miles from the Tennessee capital 
on the far bank of the Cumberland 
River, but is “back of beyond,” as 
the hill people say, and found shel- 
ter there in a long-disused tenant 
house on Flat Ridge. 

It was Adams’ thought that if he 
could get what he called a “little 
strip ef a piece of land” somewhere 
he could scratch out a living for 
his family somehow. It was not 
too great an ambition for a man 
like him to have, as he often said, 
because “I ain’t done no harm to 
nobody, no how, no time, .no- 
wheres.” It was his credo, his dec- 
laration of the only nobility that 
he knew. 

The few farmers who lived along 
Long Hollow and the ridges that 
rose above it could understand the 
feeling of a man who craved a lit- 
tle strip of a piece of land. 

“Over there on Windin’ Ridge,” 
one of them told him, “there’s a

Here, then, was the heaven that 
Tom Adams had hoped for but 
hardly hoped to gain. 

There was no shelter in No 
Man’s Land except an overhang 
against the cliff such as, in the 
Kentucky mountains, they call a 
rockhouse. It would serve until he, 
with his skill at woodcraft, could 
fashion a habitation out of the 
scrub timber that grew on Wind- 
ing Ridge. So into No Man’s 
Land moved Tom Adams with 
his brood, content to live as the 
groundhogs live, foraging for scant 
sustenance, secure from the threat 
of dispossession that had always 
hung over him.

T was no great chore for Adams, 
15* by his more energetic 
ife when he lagged, to put 
together on the ridge’s high knob 
a hut whose log walls and slab 
roof would shield hi-: and his 
family against the rigors of the 
winter that would be coming 
soon. 

The soil of No Man’s Land, 
heavy with gravel, was about as 
barren as soil could be and the 
meager crops that Adams was 
able to raise were raided by the 
groundhogs that came in the 
night. There were many of these, 
for they had long been undis- 
turbed, scorned by the farm boys 
of Long Hollow who hunted and 
trapped, 

To Adams and his growing 
boys, long accustomed to living on 
others’ leavings, the groundhogs 
were a challenge and a promise. 
Adams knew how to cure their 
hides by burying them in wood 
ashes for a day and night and had 
some skill in fashioning them into 
articles of use, especially shoe 
strings. 

So it came to pass that the 
Adamses, having no use for shoe 
strings because they seldom wore 
shoes, lived on the shoe strings 
that Tom cut from the groundhog 
hides, with stoutness as their only 
merit, and peddlied by Loney 
along the nearest highway and in 
the villages farther away.

Re- 
habilitation is looked upon as out 
of the question because of the in- 
capacity of the members of the 
tribe to co-operate in such an un- 
dertaking. The welfare and educa- 
tion of the childrén is suffered to 
remain in the hands of the parents. 
The Red Cross organization of the 
county takes an interest in them 
to the extent of supplying the chil- 
dren with shoes and clothing 
when their need becomes extreme. 
The Commissioners of the Poor 
of the county dole out assistance 
when conditions are so bad that 
they can’t get any worse. The 
county nurses visit No Man's 
Land when the walking is not too 
bad, only to come away with a 
sickening sense of their -helpless- 
ness. The health authorities view 
their function as preventive and 
not remedial and feel called upon 
to visit the colony only when there 
is reason to fear contagion which 
might spread. 

On every hand there is an atti- 
tude of exasperation and defeat, a 
feeling that the Adamses of No 
Man’s Land are hopeless, a per- 
manent frustration of all social ef- 


fort, ultimate denial of the validity ~ 


of all claims that can be made in 
the name of human welfare. 

It boils down to this, that the 
needs of the tribe are so great 
an’. dire and chronic that all the 
instrumentalities of welfare are 
futile. : 
eligibiilty for social intervention. 
is so great that by common con-

sent they are declared ineligible. 
It is all quite annoying. If only 
they would go away somewhere. 
But where? 

Still, when all has been said 
and done, Tom Adams has not 
given up.
